Floors Affect tho Wnt TMd 
Whoa wo built our first poultry 
house, wo made the mistake of put- 
ting the board floors too near the 
ground. Kvi-n in a dry time a 
trreat deal of moisture would gather 
on the beards. Even the side walls 
would he damp a good deal of the 
time. When the weather was damp 
the llttor, oa tho ftoor woald get 
wriaglag wot ta ^ fow days. If the 
moreary wrat dowa vary low ta 
wiator, froat woald eoror tho wla- 
dows so thick yoa ooaM aot see 
through. 

And as long ^is v.,- used that 
house with the floor.s so near to the I 
earth, our hens did not do well. 
They had colds a good share of the 
time. Usually some one or more of 
them would be coughing or sneezing 
in eold woathor. Tho ogg flow was 
neror rory satisfactory. Oaly when 
wo built A new. houiw and lali) don-n 
a good dry cement floor did we re- 
cover from this mistake of the low- 
floor. I believe dampneus and mois- 
ture In the luii!ioii;e will do M:at 
every time. Von ran s. ar- r]y < lian.iio 
tho Utter on the floor often enough 
to do away with the evil of damp- 
ness. We all know that when a 
damp house goU really cold, and It 
Is bound to do 80 ta winter, it is 
tho worst place posolblo for hens. 
We feel chilled through ounolros 
when we go Into such a house on a 
I old n:orning. 

The fad is, the hen Is v.^ry sensi- 
tive to ( liill and dampne.xj Some 
are. more so than others, of course, 
but I believe every kind of a hen 
that I know anything about will do 
better If tho house ia made dry and 
comtortaMo, afvoll aa clean. It 
may ho that by tho nao of a stove 
or Bomo ktad of heating apparatus 
we might drlTO out the dampness. 
I never tried that, but it is better to 
spend the time in tho first place to 
make th.' houso right in respect to 
distance from the earth. The mis- 
take never should be made of se- 
lecting a low place on which to 
build the benhouset It can scarcely 
ever bo mado tree from tho taalt of 
dampaoso.

Stumps, tomato plants, etc., winch 
may contain disease germs which 
may live over in the compost heap., 
though a fairly liberal use ot llmo 
win probably kill them. At any 
rate the compost should not be nssd 
until two years old to guard against 
the spreading of weeds. Most weed 
seeds .ill be killed in two years, 
especially if the plU- is s'v.ve'ed ov- 
"r occasionally, niinini-ii (<.'■ •-•Dnal- 
ly if necessary to promote decay.
